Premises  (Eviction  of  Un-authorised  Occupants) 

Act,  1968. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Andhra  Pradesh  in  the  Thirty-seventh  Year 
of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows  : — 

L This  Act  may  be  called  the  Andhra  Pradesh  Short  Tin#. 
Public  Premises  (Eviction  of  Unauthorised  Occupants) 
Amendment  Act,  1986. 

2.  In  the  Andhra  Pradesh  Public  Premises  (Evic-  Amendment 
tion  of  Unauthorised  Occupants)  Act,  1968  (herein-  ActaSof  2' 
after  referred  to  as  the  principal  Act,  in  section — 2, 196S- 

(i)  clause  (a)  shall  be  rc-lettered  as  clause  (aa) 
and  before  the  clause  as  so  re-lettered,  the  following 
clause  shall  be  inserted,  namely  : — 

“(a)  ‘corporate  authority’  means, — 

(i)  any  local  authority  ; 

(ii)  any  company  or  corporation  referred 
to  in  clause  (d)”. 

(ii)  for  clause  (d),  the  following  clause  shall  be 
substituted,  namely 

“(d)  ‘Public  Premises’  means  any  premises 
belonging  to  or  taken  on  lease  or  requisitioned  by,  or 
on  behalf  of  the  Government;  and  includes  any  premi- 
ses belonging  to,  or  taken  on  lease  by,  or  on  behalf 
of— 

(i)  any  local  authority  ;

(ii)  any  company  as  defined  in  section  3 
of  the  Companies  Act,  1956,  in  which  not  less  than

3.  In  clause  (a)  of  section  3 of  the  principal  Act, 
after  the  words  “Gazetted  Officers  of  Government”, 
the  words  “or  officers  of  equivalent  rank  of  the  corpo- 
rate authority”  shall  be  inserted. 

4.  In  sub-scction  (2)  of  section  6 of  the  principal 
Act,  after  the  words  “due  to  the  Government”,  the 
words  "or  the  corporate  authority”  shall  be  inserted. 

5.  For  section  11  of  the  principal  Act,  the  follow- 
ing section  shall  be  substituted,  namely  : — 

11.  No  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  enter- 
tain any  suit  or  proceeding  in  respect 
**Bar  of  jurisdiction.  0f;  the  eviction  of  any  person  who  is 
in  unauthorised  occupation  of  any 
public  premises  or,  the  recovery  of  the  arrears  of  rent 
payable  under  sub-section  (1)  of  section  7 or  the 
damages  payable  under  sub-section  (2)  of  that  section 
or  the  costs  awarded  to  the  Government  or  the  cor- 
porate authority  under  sub-section  (5)  of  section  9 or 
any  portion  of  such  rent,  damages  or  costs.” 

6.  In  sub-section  (2)  of  section  14  of  the  principal 
Act,  after  the  words  “due  to  the  Government”  the 
words  “or  the  corporate  authority”  shall  be  inserted. 
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7.  In  section  15  of  the  principal  Act,  after  theA"£^®e“‘ 

words  “awarded  to  the  Government”,  the  words  “or  - * a ’ 

the  corporate  authority”  shall  be  inserted.' 

8.  In  section  16  of  the  principal  Act,  after  the  Amendment 
words  “against  the  Government”,  the  words  “or  the  ofscc,ionI6- 
corporate  authority”  shall  be  inserted. 
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
